With the wording of the state school code explicit in its 
mandate that complete settlement of the school tax duplicate 
be made by the collector on or before June I of the year 
after which the levy is made and with approximately $7,000 
in 1928 school taxes outstanding, the Gettysburg school 
board at its June meeting, Tuesday evening, passed a resolu­ 
tion calling upon the company bonding William Ogden, 
borough tax collector, to settle the 1928 tax duplicate in full 
by the end of the present school year. June 30. 
The board’s action was not wholly unexpected for at the 
May meeting of the directors a resolution was passed calling 
upon Mr. Ogden to settle in full for the outstanding school 
taxes of last year by June I. 
Inasmuch as the school code commands the directors not 
to re-appoint a delinquent collector, the action of the hoard is 
expected to result in the appointment of another collector at 
the July meeting, although the directors said they hoped 
that such a step would not be necessary and so informed Mr. 
Ogden, who attended the Tuesday evening session.
